The delegates reported some en- 


th'ugiastic meetings at the assembly 
a.nd though there are..some vital 
questions before that body that at 
times brings forth some tense mo- 
ments in the meetings, splendid pro- 
gress is being made in the advance- 
ment of Presbyterianism. 


Rev. Evans returned to the pulpit 


of the Second church last night and 
gave a stirring message to the congre- 
gation on the assembly's sessions. 


The spirit of the generarassemhly 


of the Presbyterian church at India- 
napolis is overwhelmingly conserva- 
tive, stated Rev. Evans, yet. he insist- 
ed that this body of conservative men 
was cautious in its approach to the 
questions which will be brought be- 
fore the assembly by Dr. McCartney 
and William Jennings Bryan. 


Mr. Kvnns took' for his text last 


night the general assembly which met 
at Jerusalem in the early apostolic 
times. At thai assembly, the elders 
and apostles approached their differ- 
ences of opinion very cautiously and 
decided the question irrespective of 
any elements of personality that en 
tefed into it. The attempt was made 
to keep them from an open break 
with each other. In the election of 
President Wishart 
this spirit was 


seen. 
President Wishart. is » con- 


servative- His father was a United 
Presbyterian minister and all his 
training lias been along the line of 
the ultra-conservative thinking. No 
one who knows Dr. Wishart would ac- 
cuse him of being a "liberal." Never- 
theless, in his address upon accepting 
the highest office in the Presbyterian 
church, he said that the thing upper- 
most in his mind was "unity." Thus 
his leadership will tend to harmonize 
the different factions in the church. 


Evangelism is the- keynote o£ the 


entire assembly and Mr. Evans dosed 
his sermon last night, with a definite 
statement of the purpose of tiie as- 
sembly to increase the power of the 
church and its usefulness through the 
preaching ot the Gospel of the Cross 
and faith in Jesus Christ. This, he 
claimed, took a greater place in the 
minds of the members of the present 
assembly than did the question of 
doctrinal differences. 
The disap- 


pointment with whicll Mr. Bryan re- 
ceived his defeat was commented on 
in- the minister when he said that 
Mr Bryau had been quoted as saym? 
that it was the greatest disappoint- 
ment of his life so far. This vvns in- 
terpreted to mean that Mr. Bryan 
had set his heart intensely upon the 
cause of defeating liberalism In the 
church. 
Mr. Bryan has felt very 


stronglv and had supposed that he 
had the warm backing of a majority 
of the church. But. although ninny 
sympathized with Bryan's position, 
vet thev were unwilling to make n 
break in tbe church by nn ««fprf.u- 
vnto presentation of the issue. While 
l-e assembly as a whole is conserva- 
tive it desires to handle its doctrinal 
differences without un open break or 
schism in the church.
